Everything  offered  in  this  list  is  well  grown  and  well  graded  and 

nothing  other  than  the  best  will  be  shipped  to  our  wholesale  cus¬ 
tomers.  We  try  to  handle  your  orders  as  we  would  wish  them 

handled  if  they  were  being  shipped  to  us. 

TERMS: 

1.  Cash  with  order. 

2.  C.  O.  D.  One-half  of  the  amount  may  be  remitted  with  the 
order,  balance  to  be  paid  on  delivery  at  destination. 

3.  Charge  Accounts.  Our  terms  are  strictly  sixty  days  net  from 
date  of  invoice  to  all  who  have  established  their  credit  with  us. 
New  charge  accounts  opened  only  upon  the  receipt  of  satisfac¬ 
tory  bank  or  trade  references,  allowing  time  for  investigation. 

RATES:  Less  than  250  of  one  variety  at  the  rate  listed.  250  or  more 
of  one  variety,  less  10%.  Not  less  than  25  plants  of  one  variety  sold. 

PACKING:  We  use  our  judgment  in  packing  each  shipment  unless 
given  explicit  instructions.  Most  Lining-Out  Stock  from  beds  or 
flats  is  shipped  bare  root  to  distant  points,  with  roots  puddled  and 
packed  in  moss.  The  flats  (containing  100  plants)  weigh  50  pounds 
each  packed  and  are  heavy  for  distant  shipments  by  express,  but 
for  short  hauls  or  carload  shipments  it  is  often  safer  and  more 
convenient  to  ship  in  the  flats.  Small  plants  in  pots  are  taken  out 
and  wrapped  separately  in  paper,  removing  as  much  earth  as  may 
be  safe.  No  packing  charges  on  carload  shipments.  On  all  other 
shipments  we  charge  the  cost  of  the  packing  material  only. 

TRANSPORTATION:  Express  is  the  best  mode  of  shipment  for 
Lining-Out  Stock  shipped  to  distant  points,  although  small  quan¬ 
tities  of  bare  root  plants  may  be  handled  by  parcel  post.  Points 
on  or  near  through  railroad  lines  may  often  be  reached  by  fast 
package  car  freight  service  at  cheap  freight  rates. 

Ontario  is  located  on  the  Southern  Pacific,  Union  Pacific,  and  Santa 
Fe  railroads,  giving  us  main  line  service.  Unless  given  instructions, 
we  use  our  judgment  in  selecting  the  method  of  shipment,  keeping 
in  mind  safety  and  cost  of  transportation,  but  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  this  is  without  responsibility  on  our  part.  All  ship¬ 
ments  travel  at  the  risk  and  cost  of  purchaser. 

CLAIMS  for  any  cause  must  be  made  upon  receipt  of  goods.  We  will 
entertain  no  claims  made  later  than  ten  days  after  receipt  of  the 
stock. 

PRICES:  The  prices  in  this  list  are  based  on  present  conditions  and 
are  subject  to  change  without  notice. 


It  is  our  honest  opinion  that  the  present  supply  of  well-grown 
young  ornamental  plants  will  prove  inadequate  to  meet  the  demand 
during  the  next  few  years  and  it  seems  to  us  that  those  nurserymen 
who  invest  in  well-selected  stocks  of  first-class  Lining-Out  plants 
and  care  for  them  properly  will  make  larger  returns  on  their  invest¬ 
ment  than  they  can  make  in  any  other  way.
